Some people are speculating that 
there may be a change in my son 
David’s style between now and, say, 
six or eight months ago when he 
was in the Georgia area. 

| don’t think that there’s a big dif- 
ference as far as style. What | think, 
if there’s any change at all, is that it’s 
just the natural change of maturity. 
David is growing, he’s talented, and 
| think that as time goes on his tal- 
ents are showing more and more. 


| think that basically you're seeing 
the same wrestler now as a year ago. 
As far as moves and everything, | 
would say that maybe there’s a little 
more finesse to what he does now. 
But as far as to suggest that he’s a 
different wrestler from six or seven 
months ago, | wouldn't say that’s 
true. Yes, he’s improving all the 
time, but- basically he’s maintaining 
the same style. 

David has got a variety of suplexes 
that he uses, and he used them in 
his Madison Square Garden debut 
match against Moondog Spot. He 
does what we call the vertical suplex; 
that's where he facelocks a guy and 
then hooks him by the inside of the 
thigh and lifts him straight up and 
back. He does that well; very, very 
well, in fact. He also does what we 
call the double chicken wing suplex, 
where he hooks both arms of the 
opponent and shoots him back. He’s 
got about four different versions of 
suplexes, and he does all of. them 
well. 

In his match against Moondog 
Spot, David lifted the Moondog over 
his head. Now when | think of that 
move, | think about what an 
enomous amount of strength it 
takes. 

You see, sometimes people do not 
know how to differentiate the quali- 
ties of strength in a wrestler. For ex- 
ample, when you see somebody get- 
ting caught in a wristlock, say 
something like Ivan Putski does 
where he overpowers the guy and 
throws him off, that shows that he is 
stronger than that individual in that 
particular sense, in that one position. 

But when you take a guy 280 or 
290 pounds, like David did, and 
press him overhead, to me that’s 
superstrength. That is a strength 
that, without mentioning names, oth- 
er so-called strong men will not be 
able to do. It takes balance—it’s ex- 
tremely awkward when you're deal-

The match: Nature Girl vs. Crystal 
Monroe. 

“I had heard stories on the grape- 
vine about Nature Girl,” said Victory 
Sports Wrestling Senior Editor Bill 
Apter, “‘and I couldn’t believe what I 
was hearing. I hadn’t seen such enthu- 
siasm for any new wrestler in years, 


particularly for a new woman wrestler. - 
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“What impressed me immediately 
was the kind of enthusiasm this wom- 
an was getting,’ Apter said. ‘People 
were telling me that she is like a female 
Jimmy Snuka. That in itself is remark- 
able—those kinds of compliments 
aren’t made unless there is some sort 
of validity to them.” : 

And there most assuredly was valid- 
ity to those compliments. 

But in her match against Crystal 
Monroe, Nature Gifl was not the Jim- 


my Snuka who effortlessly flies off the 
top ropes and defeats his opponent 


‘with the “Superfly,” although she did 


utilize the ropes more than most wom- 
en wrestlers. She was not the Jimmy 
Snuka who speaks of love and togeth- 
erness as far as the fans are concerned. 

She was, however, the Jimmy Snuka 
who fights with every iota of energy 
and emotion in order to achieve vic- 
tory. She was the Jimmy Snuka who 
will do anything and everything in his 
power to obliterate a hated enemy such 
as Roddy Piper or Magnificent 
Muraco. 

But if you talk to Nature Girl, you’ll 
find that she dismisses any compari- 
sons between herself and Snuka. 

“If you want to compare me to 
anyone,’”’ Nature Girl says with a ra- 
zor-sharp edge on each syllable, ‘‘com- 
pare me to Moolah. I have as much 
wrestling talent as she does, I just 
don’t command the attention she does. 
Hey—have you ever seen Moolah fly 
off the top ropes with a bodypress? 
Not in the last 20 years, that’s for 
sure, not the way I do! Look how I 
used that flying bodypress to pin Mon- 
roe tonight!’ 

What about the new World Wom- 
en’s_ wrestling champion, Wendi 
Richter? 

“I'd love to have a match against 
that ' bimbo!’’ Nature Girl replies. 
“What’s the biggest thing she’s got go- 
ing for her? Cyndi Lauper. Big deal. 
Does Lauper know wrestling? No. All 
she knows is how to make her face up 
to look like a complete idiot, and she’s 
got Richter doing the same thing. See, 
Richter is forgetting about wrestling. 
She’s too worried about becoming an 
MTV star. And she’s getting soft. 
Anybody with half a brain can see it. 

‘Hell, I spent three years in the 
Navy, and I beat up every bimbo petty 
officer, warrant officer, ensign, and 
lieutenant. I even decked a couple of 
scuzzy commanders and captains who 
tried to pick fights with me.’ And be- 
lieve me, there were a lot of ’em.

When Rick Steamboat an- 
nounced he would reduce his 
schedule, people couldn’t believe 
it. Long regarded as one of the 
best—if not the best—scientific 
tag team partner in wrestling, Rick 
was always mentioned when it 
came to naming which young 
grapplers had a chance at the 
NWA World heavyweight wrestling 
title.

Then, when he seemed on the 
brink of a championship, came 
the announcement of his semi-re- 
tirement.

Steamboat would train in secret 
while the champion would ignore 
him. Then, when the time was 
right, Steamboat would make his 
challenge. 

Many people kept waiting for 
Steamboat to make the challenge, 
and they were right.

Brody and Hansen, who defeat- 
ed fan favorites Tonga and Carlos 
Colon on this night, are the most 
feared combination in Puerto 
Rico.

One Puerto Rican promoter 
spoke to The Wrestler about the 
team of Hansen and Brody, but 
wished to remain anonymous to 
avoid possible retaliation by the 
team. 

“The last time | booked them 
into one of my arenas,” the pro- 
moter said, ‘‘they caused total 
havoc. | don’t know what they did 
to psych themselves up before 
their match, but they totally de- 
stroyed my dressing rooms: three 
broken tables, four broken mir- 
rors, two lockers rendered com- 
pletely useless ... and | can’t 
count the number of broken 
chairs. 

“Then, during the match, they 
started slamming chairs all over 
the place, in the ring, at ringside, 
over their opponents’ heads. 
There were wooden chairs and 
metal chairs spread around the 
arena. | forget whether it was 


‘Hansen or Brody, but one of them 


slammed one of the wooden 
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chairs to bits on the ring apron, 
and the splinters went flying. They 
picked up the splintered wood 
and were just about to use them 
on their opponents when about 12 
other wrestlers came in to stop 
them. 

“| confronted Brody and Han- 
sen about what they did at the 
end of the night, after they had 
showered and were ready to 
leave,” the promoter said. “They 
just laughed in my face and left 
the arena slapping each other on 
their backs like they had just com- 
pleted a job well done. After that, 
| vowed never to have Hansen or 
Brody in any of my arenas ever 
again.” 

But it’s that very penchant for 
reckless destruction that has pro- 
vided Brody and Hansen. with 
their unique reputations. 

“Hansen is a wildman,” said 
Colon in his dressing room after 
the match. “Pound for pound, 
he’s one of the strongest men in 
the sport, and he uses any and all 
means at his disposal for unleash- 
ing that strength on his opponent. 

“Brody is simply a maniac,” 
Colon said, ‘‘but he’s a maniac 
under control. He has an exten- 
sive knowledge of scientific moves 
and maneuvers, and he couples 
that with an uncanny attitude of 
total recklessness. | wouldn’t want 
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no matter how big | was or how 
much experience | had. He’s too 
dangerous a man.”

IS MICHAEL HAYES 
READY TO FLY SOLO? 


The Fabulous Freebirds have long been one of wrestling’s top 
tag teams. The acknowledged leader of The Freebirds, Michael 
Hayes, is currently:pursuing a career in rock ’n’ roll. Will Hayes’ 
lust for heavy metal stardom destroy the wrestling careers of his 
Freebird brothers, Terry Gordy and Buddy Roberts? 


LAD IN A leather vest and leather 

pants, Freebird Michael Hayes was 
somewhere that lately has become as 
familiar to him as the wrestling ring: 
the rock ’n’ roll stage. 

Hayes held a microphone in his left 
hand and snarled out the chorus of a 
heavy metal tune: 

Badstreet, Atlanta 6G.A./Baddest 
street in the whole U.S.A./Badstreet, 
nasty and hot!/The further down the 
block you went, the badder it got! 

The song was “Badstreet U.S.A.,” a 
raw rock song that of late has become 
a favorite topic of conversation for 
Hayes. “Badstreet U.S.A.,” written by 
Hayes and Jimmy Papa, a professional 
musician from Irving,. Texas, is the 
subject of a rock video which, accord- 
ing to Hayes, is headed for airplay on 
MTV. 

I spoke with Hayes recently during a 
rehearsal with his Fantasia Band in 
Irving. 

“Michael Hayes and the Fantasia 
Band,” Hayes said with satisfaction. 
“Kind of has a nice ring to it, eh 
Steve? This is the band that played on 
the single. We're breaking out on all 
kinds of charts. Our song’s been 
played all over Texas and Georgia, it’s 
been featured on the top heavy metal 
radio shows in the country, and the 
video ought to be on MTV before you 
know it. This is big, brother, the big- 
gest thing that The Freebirds have 
ever done. And it’s getting bigger every 
day—Freebird Fantasia is on the 
move!” 

But if Freebird Fantasia is on the 
move in the rock world, what does 
that say for Freebird Fantasia as far as 
the world of professional wrestling is 
concerned?

After all, an individual only has a 
limited amount of time and a limited 
number of resources. Freebird Michael 
Hayes is no exception. 

If Hayes is spending so much ener- 
gy on making “Badstreet U.S.A.” a 
success, won't this take away from the 


excellence of The Freebirds as a tag 


team? Does Hayes’ involvement in mu- 
sic mean that his interest in wrestling 
is waning? And does the fact that 
Hayes is stepping into the rock ’n’ roll 
world mean that he’s preparing to step 
out on his own as a Freebird? Will 
Hayes begin to grow so accustomed to 
the solo spotlight that he'll tum his 


back on fellow Freebirds Terry Gordy 
and Buddy Roberts? 

All valid questions, and all important 
to an understanding of where Hayes’ 
career is headed. 

I asked Hayes if he felt his involve- 
ment in rock ’n’ roll is detracting from 
his career as a professional wrestler.

“No way, brother, not at all,” he 
said. “If anything, its adding to my 
career as a wrestler. I get a feeling of 
raw energy flowing through me when 
I'm on the stage, and it’s the same 


kind of energy that I get when I step 
into the wrestling ring. Hey, being on 
stage and singing is like a physical 
workout for me. I’m not just standing 
there, [m moving around, jumping, 


dancing. Anyone who doesn’t think 
that’s not physically demanding ought 
to try it sometime!” 

But veteran wrestling announcer 
Gordon Solie, who has followed The 
Freebirds’ career for years, isn’t as cer- 
tain as Hayes is about the plausibility 
of having a dual career. 

‘Ym unquestionably considered a 
purist as far as the sport of wrestling is 
concerned,” Solie told me. “I admire 
most of the young men who are able 
to devote themselves 100 percent to 
the sport. Men who immerse them- 
selves in training, strategy, and even 
charity work that is connected with the 
sport. I'm talking about young men 
like Brad Armstrong, Billy Jack, Barry 
Windham, Rick Steamboat, and so 
forth. 

“Now Michael Hayes says he can 
juggle two careers,” Solie continued. 
“And for now maybe he can. But what 
if his ‘Badstreet U.S.A.” song becomes 
a big hit and he’s called upon to do an 
extensive tour with his Fantasia band? 
Then this would have to detract from 
his wrestling career, no questions 
asked. I don’t see how he could deny 
that fact, unless he’s simply blinded by 
the prospect of becoming a rock star.

ERRY VON ERICH sat in his 

dressing room at the Kiel Audi- 
torium in St. Louis contemplating 
the loss he had suffered at the 
hands of Ric Flair only seconds 
earlier. 

“It was so Close,” Kerry said, “so 
close | could almost taste it. At one 
point | had Flair caught in his own 
main hold, the figure-four leglock, 
and for those ‘few minutes it was 
sheer agony for both of us. 

“That was when | realized how 
closely we’re matched,” Kerry con- 
tinued. “Flair was trying to reverse 
and | was giving it everything | had 
to stop him. For a couple of minutes 
neither of us had the hold on the 
other—it was just a remarkable 
struggle to see who would gain con- 
trol.

An Odd Couple At Odds:

WHY DUSTY 
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AND ADRIAN STREET 
WILL NEVER TEAM AGAIN 


HERE ARE TIMES when a man 
can have too much imagination. 
Recently, Dusty Rhodes proved that. 
The best place to start is at the be- 
ginning. Dusty was engaged in an in- 
tense and bitter feud against Kevin Sul- 
livan and Buzz Sawyer. He would do 
anything to humiliate them as well as 
defeat them. When he was scheduled 
to wrestle against the pair, he needed a 
tag team partner. We might as well let 
Dusty explain what happened next: 
“T wanted to prove I could beat 
those bums senseless with anyone. I 
could take the man I admire least in

the world and still run that pair out of 
the ring. I wanted to choose a man 
whose very presence would be an insult 
to Sullivan and Sawyer. 

“Tt didn’t take me long to figure out 
who was the man to pick. There’s no 
one I respect as little as I do Adrian 
Street. His prancing stupidity is enough 
to make me sick. I knew that if I 
showed up with Street, Sullivan and 
Sawyer would consider it a slap in the 
face. And there’s nothing a man hates 
more than a slap in the face; it’s like 
getting your manhood spit upon. 
That’s exactly how I wanted those 
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bums to feel. 

“T knew Street hates my guts as 
much as I hate his. But the offer was 
just crazy enough to appeal to a guy 
who wears makeup and never goes 
anywhere without an Amazon named 
Miss Linda. Yeah, I knew Street was 
getting an offer he couldn’t resist.” 

Dusty was right on both counts. 
Street was happy to accept his offer, 
and the pairing infuriated Sullivan and 


Sawyer. When they were interviewed, 
Dusty’s foes spoke with a cold hatred 
that made many people think Dusty 
had gone too far.

Orlando, Florida, for the showdown. 
The crowd couldn’t wait to see Rhodes 
and Street, billed naturally as “The 
Odd Couple.’ When the pair entered 
the ring with Miss Linda, fans cheered 
wildly. Dusty couldn’t have been hap- 
pier, allowing Miss Linda to douse him 
with whatever is actually in her atomiz- 
er. Duty’s delight was caused by the 
anger expressed by Sullivan and Saw- 
yer as they watched these antics. Sulli- 
van is used to being the most bizarre 
wrestler in any match; after all, it’s 
hard to be weirder than a Satanist. 
Street and Rhodes made Sullivan look 
like a Wall Street broker. 

When the bell rang, Sullivan and 
Sawyer proved they were much angrier 
than they were smart. Rhodes had en- 
raged them to the point where their

Even when 
Sawyer and Sullivan realized what was 
happening they couldn’t change their 
tactics. Their team in disarray, Sullivan 
and Sawyer never had a chance to win. 
Rhodes not only conquered them, he 
humiliated them in the process. 

Yet, they weren’t the only ones 
Rhodes humiliated. It didn’t take long 
for Street to realize that Rhodes con- 
sidered him an insult and not a part- 
ner. Rhodes used Street to confound 
his foes but never depended on him. 
Throughout the battle, Dusty made it 
clear he never considered Street to be 
of any real use. 

That set up the next match. To re- 
gain his honor, Street challenged 
Rhodes to a match. The language 
Adrian used to issue the challenge can- 
not be reprinted in this magazine.

Now as far as finishing holds go, 
there’s one that he does, which | 
dare to say he does better than any- 
one. I’ve ever seen, and I've seen 
quite a few use it. It is what we call 
the powerslam. 

The reason why | say David does 
it better than anybody, first of all, is 
that he usually catches an opponent 
as he comes off the ropes, scoops 
him up to what looks like a body- 
slam, and then he flies through the 
air with the other man. And not only 
that, as he brings him down with all 
of his weight and knocks the wind 
out of him, he immediately scissors 


the right leg of his opponent and 
hooks the left leg with his other 
arm, tying his man into a small pack- 
age. If he hasn’t knocked all the 
wind out of his opponent from this 
devastating powerslam, he hooks 
him in a fashion that it would make 
it impossible for the opponent to es- 
cape. And nobody else does that. 

Right now | am very, very pleased 
with everything that David is doing. 
The only thing that | would caution 
him on right now is that he seems a 
little too anxious to wrestle 
everybody. 

One must be patient. Because 
with patience, you'll get the oppo- 
nents you want and the experience 
you need, With time and with each 
opponent, David will improve. 

And as far as his Madison Square 
Garden debut goes—well, I’m about 
as proud as any father can be of his 
son. David has made me very, very 
proud of him.

“It got to the point,’ one 
claims, “where Rick couldn’t 
stand the pressure. He was Rook- 
ie of the Year in 1977, a star 
when most of his contemporaries 
were still prelim wrestlers, and al- 
ways being pegged as a future 
champion. Then when he didn’t 
deliver, not the way he thought 
people wanted him to deliver, he 
got scared. He began to feel like 
a failure and started looking for 
other ways to satisfy himself. 
When | first knew Rick, all he 
cared about was wrestling. Now, | 


still think he cares most about 
wrestling, but he won’t admit it to 
himself.” 

Another friend thinks, ‘Rick 
doesn’t believe in himself any- 
more, not the way he _ should. 
When Ric Flair became NWA 
champion, it took something out 
of Rick. He always expected he 
would be the young champion, 
not Flair. Whether he wants to 
face it or not, he’s running away 
from what he feels is his failure.” 

Still another colleague adds,

“What do you think now?’ Rob- 
erts screams, “What do you think of 
this little weasel. A great wrestler, 
right? Look at your great wrestler 
now!” 

Roberts scrambles to his feet, 
dragging his opponent with him. 
Setting up his foe as if he might 
send him into the air with a scream- 
ing suplex, Roberts instead sends his 
opponent's head crashing into the 
mat in a maneuver Roberts calls the 
DDT. 

WHAM! The thundering sound of 
a man’s head crashing into a wres- 
tling mat shocks the fans in the 
packed arena. Roberts turns his limp 
and lifeless opponent on his back 
and scores an easy pinfall. Almost 
too easy. 

“The Snake” slithers out of the 
ring under the bottom rope and 
turns to the crowd. 

“This is it, people, this is the fu- 
ture of wrestling in the World Class 
area,” he says. “Look at it. Realize it. 
And appreciate it, because what you 
see is what you get. Jake ‘The 
Snake’—the closest thing to world 
class that you'll ever see in your piti-

Perhaps he need look no fur- 
ther than Puerto Rico. 

“The team of Stan Hansen and 
Bruiser Brody has already estab- 
lished supremacy in Puerto Rico,” 
admitted Colon, ‘‘and | think that 
they would be one of the most 
formidable teams ever to hit the 
AWA. | think that if it happened, 
there would wind up being a ma- 
jor feud between Hansen and 
Brody and The Road Warriors, 
who are now making quite a repu- 
tation for themselves throughout 
the AWA. 

“But the problem right now is

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that Hansen has made some 
commitments in the Mid-Atlantic 
area, while Brody is contracted to 
Al-Kaissie in the AWA,” Colon 
said. ‘“‘For Al-Kaissie to get Han- 
sen to the AWA to team with 
Brody would take a great amount 
of money. He would have to buy 
out all of Hansen’s Mid-Atlantic 
contracts. 

“Of course,” Colon continued,

. and a dangerous threat to 
the AWA just waiting to occur.

That is, after all, an undeniably glam- 
orous world, and I’m sure Michael 
Hayes would want to be a part of that 
world. But I question whether he’s 
really given a lot of thought to what 
might happen ‘if he’s successful.” 

Two men who undoubtedly have 
given a lot of thought to the subject 
are Hayes’ Freebirds partners, Terry 
Gordy and Buddy “Jack” Roberts. But 
if they have considered the possibility 
of the team breaking up, they're cer- 
tainly not talking about those thoughts 
very much. 

“Hey look, brother, it’s not like Mi- 
chael is locking us out of the deal 
here, you know what I'm saying?” Ter- 
ry Gordy said. “Both me and Jack 
were in the ‘Badstreet’ video, we both 
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played on the song, and we both have 
a hell of a lot of enthusiasm for 
‘Badstreet.’ But every rock band needs 
a front man. The Stones have Mick 
Jagger, Van Halen has David Lee 
Roth, and we have Michael Hayes! 
Hey—we're just as much a part of all 
this as Hayes is!” 

Buddy — Roberts 
enthusiastic. 

“You have to understand that there 
is a natural progression to Freebird 
Fantastia that is only now beginning to 
take root the way it should,” Roberts 
said philosophically. “Freebird Fantasia 
is more than a style of wrestling, it’s a 
way of life, and that way of life is 
perfectly suited to the rock ’n’ roll

world, just as it is perfectly suited to 
the professional wrestling world. 

“What's happening with 
‘Badstreet, ” Roberts continued, “is 
that the philosophy of Freebird Fanta- 
sia is spreading. It’s natural. It makes 
sense. And there’s nothing that anyone 
in this world can do to stop the 
progression.” 

But I question whether Gordy and 
Roberts aren’t being blind to a situa- 
tion that should be all-too-obvious to 
them. 

As of press time, The Fabulous 
Freebirds have begun wrestling in the 
WWE area. I can only assume that 
there are two reasons for this: 

Reason number one: Hayes, Gordy, 
and Roberts are tired of wrestling in 
Texas. “We've already beaten the Von 
Erichs time and time again,” Hayes 
told me, “and all we get are raw deals 
from the World Class commissioners 
and officials who continue to hold up 
the six-man title. Who needs that 
nonsense?” 

Reason number two: Wrestling in 
the WWF means that the Freebirds’ 
base of operations will be switched 
from Texas to New York, and anyone 
who wants to get anywhere in the rock 
world has got to develop connections 
with the promotional machines of the 
major record companies, virtually all of

which.are based in New York City. 

Indeed, when The Freebirds first ap- 
peared in the WWE, they were accom- 
panied to the ring by their new manag- 
er, Dave Wolff. Wolff manages rock 
superstar Cyndi Lauper, but he has 
never managed in professional wres- 
fling. Lauper, as you recall, was in- 
volved in a feud with Capt. Lou Alba- 
no that eventually led to a match 
between Wendi Richter and Fabulous 
Moolah—a match in which Richter 
(managed by Lauper) defeated Moolah 
(managed by Albano) for the World 
Women’s title, a title that Moolah held 
for nearly 28 years. 

Now that The Freebirds are hooked 
up with Dave Wolff, the future looks 
bright for their rock 'n’ roll career. But 
again the question arises: How will this 
affect The Fabulous Freebirds as a 
wrestling tag team? 

My personal opinion? I believe that 
trying to become a rock star will nec- 
essarily take away from Hayes’ wres- 
tling abilities. He has always been the 
acknowledged leader of The Freebirds, 
and if he’s on the stage rocking and 
rolling, he can hardly devote as much 
attention to the team as he did in the 
past. 

It makes common sense to me that 
any man trying to hold down two jobs 
is going to necessarily be devoting only 
half of his capabilities to each job. So 
while Hayes and The Freebirds have 
been excellent wrestlers in the past, 
they may only be devoting half their 
energy to wrestling in the future. If 
their music career flourishes, their 
wrestling career must suffer. 

For the record, Hayes, Gordy, and 
Roberts are saying that a marriage be- 
tween rock ’n’ roll and wrestling can 
be made, and that even after the hon- 
eymoon is over it can still be success- 
ful. They feel that they can maintain 
two careers successfully. 

Maybe by the time the next issue of 
this magazine goes on sale, we'll know 
which one of us is right. O

In the case of 
Kerry Von Erich, for example, he has 
had to reduce his defenses of the 
World Class six-man championship, 
which he holds with brothers Kevin 
and Mike. Obviously, he cannot turn 
down rematches with Flair when 
they are offered. 

Since losing the NWA World title 
to Ric Flair on May 24 in Japan, Kerry 
Von Erich has been the recipient of 
many title rematches. And if it is true 
that any man can beat any other 
man on any given night, it is also 
true that Kerry Von Erich has been 
refining his style against Ric Flair— 
and the only thing keeping the NWA 
belt around Flair’s waist is the cham- 
pion’s extensive experience in title 
defenses ... and maybe just a little 
bit of luck. 

Speaking with Kerry Von Erich af- 
ter his match with Flair in St. Louis, 
one gets the impression that the 
champion’s luck is about to run out. 

“Sometimes | ask myself what | 
have to do to beat this guy,” Von 
Erich said. “Let me tell you some- 
thing: Flair is an intense wrestler. | 
respect him greatly. And when | 
wrestle him in one more match, | 
learn one more tiny scrap of strategy 
to use against him—like with the fig- 
ure-four incident | mentioned earlier. 
| used his own weapon against him, 
and the element of surprise worked 
in my favor. 

“Something else about Flair is the 
fact that he has tremendous stami- 
na,” Von Erich continued. “I caught 
him in the abdominal stretch to- 
night, and | pulled like mad on the 


hold until | couldn't pull any more. | 
don’t think Flair can match me for 
raw strength, but Flair was fighting 
me every inch of the way, and he 
expended so much energy trying to 
prevent me from maintaining the 
hold on him that in turn it cost me 
that much more energy trying to 
counter his defense. 

“Probably the most frustrating 
thing about wrestling Flair is that | 
tend to lose my temper pretty easi- 
ly,” Von Erich said. “I'll reach the 
point in the match where | feel | 
should already have scored a pinfall 
or a submission, and Flair just keeps 
coming on strong. It’s frustrating, 
and | wind up risking disqualification 
by attacking Flair out of the ring, or 
refusing to break a hold in the 
ropes, or, like tonight, | got the claw 
on Flair in the corner of the ring and 
| wouldn't let go. The referee would 
have had every right to disqualify me 
on’the spot. | was lucky he didn't. 

“But | know that as a former NWA 
champion, I’m right up there in the 
consideration for opponents for title 
shots,” Von Erich said, “and that if | 
don’t succeed tonight, there’s anoth- 
er title shot right around the corner. 
| can feel victory right around the 
corner. | can feel that the NWA title 
is within my grasp. And sooner or 
later, Flair will fall. It’s inevitable. 

“I’ve beaten him in the past,” Von 
Erich said, ‘‘and I’m certain | can do 
it again. Flair has been lucky up until 
now, but his luck is running out. I'll 
be bringing the NWA title back 
home to Texas very soon, back 
home to my family, and to the fans 
who support us so strongly. Flair’s 
days are numbered. It’s only a mat- 
ter of time,” O

people. With such love and support, 
how could Hogan ever be just another 
wrestler. Yes, the thought is ludicrous. 

Hogan removes his sweatband and 
throws that to the audience. The fans 
howl, scream, yell, holler. Their sup- 
port—Hulkamania—is total and un- 
equivocal. Hulkamania is unique in the 
world of professional wrestling. 
Hulkamania, as Hogan likes to say, is 
running wild! 

And Hulkamania is needed this 
night, for the incredible Hulk Hogan is 
facing off against none other than the 
364-pound giant from Los Angeles, 
California, Big John Studd, 

Outweighed by over 40 pounds, Ho- 
gan needs to rely on his experience in 
this match. But as the match gets un- 
derway, it is clear that Studd is equally 
as experienced. Hogan is matched 
move for move. Tests of strength 
prove inconclusive. And when Studd 
comes flying off the corner ropes with 
an elbowsmash, following up his at- 
tack with several knees to Hogan’s 
midsection, it becomes clear that Studd 
has gained a significant advantage over 
the WWE heavyweight champion. 

That advantage is increased when 
Studd captures Hogan in a full-nelson 
that finds Hogan scrambling to escape. 
Although it takes some time, Hogan 


does escape, but he is still weak, inca- 


pable of battling at his full abilities, 
unable to reverse the flow of the 
match—a flow that seems to be head- 
ing straight to defeat for the WWF 
champion. 

But never underestimate the power 
of Hulkamania. 

Slowly, powerfully, like a rumble of 
thunder slowly rolling across an open 
field, the applause begins to appear.

Hogan sends himself into 
the ropes and comes back at Studd, 
hurls himself in the air, and crashes 
down on Studd with an awe-inspiring 
legsmash. 

Studd’s only escape: to roll out of 
the ring. His only strategy: to grab a 
chair from ringside and attack Hogan 
with it. Studd followed his strategy, 
and after attacking Hogan and getting 
disqualified, he beat a hasty retreat to 
his dressing room. 

Studd may have thought his strategy 
a smart one, and may believe that he 
succeeded in gaining some kind of a 
victory over Hulk Hogan—but Studd 
retreated to his own dressing room a 
desperate man, so desperate for victory 
that he had to use a chair against his 
opponent. 

In reality, Studd returned to his 
dressing room a beaten man. He was 
beaten by the power of Hulk Hogan, 
and by the power of Hogan’s fans— 
the power of Hulkamania! O 
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many months, it looks as if Tommy 
will not be involving himself in 
long, drawn-out feuds. For the first 
time in many, many months, it 
looks as if Tommy has found him- 
self a tag team partner that he can 
work with to the best of his abili- 
ties.

“I'm really feeling good these 
days,"’ Tommy said. ‘‘! feel like 
I've -been wrestling better than | 
ever have in my career. | know: how 
everyone has criticized me for my 
involvement in all kinds of feuds, 
and | know how those feuds have 
hurt my career.

This is the new Tom- 
my Rich, the 1985 Tommy Rich, 
and there are great things ahead for 
me and for my fans. 

“Look for me to be wrestling ev- 
erywhere,”" Tommy continued, 
“and look for me and Jerry to cap- 
ture a major tag team title. Soon. 
And after that ..."’

Tommy took a deep breath and 
grinned. 

. well, | don’t want to make 
a prediction that | can’t keep,”’ 
Tommy said, ‘but with the involve- 
ment of both the NWA and AWA in 
Pro Wrestling USA, my chances at 
a world title shot are doubled, 
right? Hey, brother, who knows? 
I’m getting in line for my title 
shots, and maybe, who knows, 
someday soon..." 

Tommy just laughed with self-as- 
surance. A_ self-assurance that | 
haven't seen in Tommy for a long 
time. It looks good on him. And it 
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treat him as a joke. The man’s dignity 
was on the line, and Street showed that 
he takes his dignity very seriously. 

For the first few minutes of the bat- 
tle, Rhodes was overwhelmed by 
Steet’s rage. Then Dusty’s fury swelled 
to equal proportions and the match 
turned into a war. Some fans screamed 
themselves hoarse while others sat 
stunned into silence by the violent cru- 
elty of the bout. 

The referee had no choice but to 
disqualify both men for tactics that 
wouldn’t be allowed in a barroom 
brawl. Street rushed back to the dress- 


ing room while Dusty remained in the 
ring accepting cheers from the fans, 
He was a weary but happy man. 

Afterward, Dusty was asked if he 
thought he and Street would ever again 
be a tag team. At first Dusty shook his 
head, but then he added, ‘‘I never 
thought I’d ever team with Street. | 
guess if there’s one thing I’ve learned 
in wrestling is that anything can hap- 
pen. I will say one thing about the 
man, though: He earned my respect 
tonight as a wrestler.” 

That admission could be considered 
a victory for both men. CO

Brad is a tough kid,” Bob said. 
“He’s been so hellbent on re- 
venge, though, he’s lost control of 
himself in a lot of ways. It cost him 
the National heavyweight title for a 
while, when The Spoiler took the 
belt away from him, and that hap- 
pened because Brad was too de- 
termined to get revenge on 
DiBiase. 

“See, Brad’s been trying to fight 
two battles,” Bob said, “and I 
don’t care how tough a man is, it’s 
tough enough to fight one battle in 
this sport without having to look 
over your shoulder at someone 
else who’s out to get you. He’s 
trying to sustain a National title 
reign at the same time as trying to 
get DiBiase out of wrestling. That’s 
hard. That’s very, very hard. And I 
really don’t want to see him do 
that. Last time he slipped up it cost 
him the National title. Next time— 
who knows?” 

As Bob talked, I looked at his 
face. I could clearly see the scars 
from where he had been operated 
on, and the patchy skin where the 
plastic surgery had been per- 
formed. I thought about the pain 


that Bob must have had to endure 
over the past few months, and I 
thought about why Bob felt so 
strongly about Brad’s involvement 
in the DiBiase situation. It was sim- 
ply a father’s concem with trying 
to keep his son from harm. 

In wrestling, if your son is in- 
volved in the sport as heavily as 
you are, fatherly instincts have to 
be eliminated completely. Angelo 
Mosca has learned this. Blackjack 
Mulligan has learned this. But I 
think Bob Armstrong has yet to re- 
sign himself to this fact: that there 
are times when he’s going to have 
to let his son do what he feels he 
has to do; and he may have to 
watch his son suffer for it. As pain- 
ful as it may be, that’s a part of the 
growth and maturation process of 
a professional wrestler. 

‘T’ve told my son time and time 
again,” Bob said, “and since he’s 
probably going to read this maga- 
zine I'll tell him again; maybe see- 
ing the words in print will have 
more of an effect on him. 

“Listen to me, Brad. You've 
been a rock through this whole 
situation. I love you very much. 


I'm proud of you. I enjoy watching 
you compete, and your success 
over the years has made me 
proud. ; 

“But you can’t continue to fight 
my battle for me. I can’t measure 
the depth of my feelings for what 
you did for me while I was in the 
hospital, but I’m healed -now. I’m 
back. And now that I’m back, it’s 
time for you to step down. DiBiase 
is my problem, now, not yours. 
You’ve got to move on to other 
things. 

“There, I've said it,” Bob contin- 
ued, “and now maybe Brad will 
finally pay attention to what I’ve 
been telling him.

This column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for ali wrestling fans. 


A champion or a world champion? There is no question 
that the singlemost controversial aspect of our ratings is the 
fact that the NWA and AWA champions are listed as “world 
champions,” while the WWF ‘champion is listed simply as 
“champion.” 

The very first installment of “Ratings Analysis,” printed in 
the September 1983 issue of our sister publication The Wres- 
tler, dealt with°one aspect of this question. At the time, 
Adrian Adonis was laying claim to the “undisputed world 
heavyweight championship” as sponsored by Southwest 
Championship Wrestling. 

At that time, disclaiming the 
“world” status of Adonis’ title, we 
wrote: 

Nevertheless, we feel it is inappro- 
priate at this particular time to auto- 
matically elevate Adrian Adonis’ title 
to the level of Ric Flair’s NWA 
World title and Nick Bockwinkel’s 
AWA World title. Adonis’ title has 

a , been in existence only a few 

. 28% months. The NWA has been in exis- 

Hulk Hogan tence for nearly 80 years. The AWA 

championship, in existence since the late 1950s, is the only 

other world title we recognize. The WWF, which was formed 

in 1963, is recognized as the largest regional title in the 

world, something more than the Mid-Atlantic title, but less 
than the NWA World belt. 

The wrestling community, more interested in reducing the 
number of world title claimants than increasing it, joined 
with us and refused to recognize Adonis’ claim. At the time, 
we recognized the world championships of the NWA and 
AWA. We did not regard the WWF title as a world title for 
two reasons: the WWF champion was prohibited from mak- 
ing title defenses against scientific wrestlers, and the title was 
only defended in the Northeastern part of the United States. 

But in the last few years, the WWF has undergone a 
remarkable expansion. Numerous television outlets have 
been added to the WWF's already formidable network of 
broadcast and cable stations, and WWF expansion has seen 
cards promoted and held in arenas througout the country 
rather than simply in the Northeast. 

And let's not forget.that the WWF title has changed hands 
twice in two years: The Iron Sheik won the belt from Bob 
Backlund, and Hulk Hogan in turn won the belt from the 
Sheik. 

Hogan's popularity is undeniable, but is popularity alone a 
reason to elevate the WWF championship to “world title” 
status? Like Backlund, Hogan only defends his title against 
rulebreaking opponents. NWA champion Ric Flair and AWA 
champion Rick Martel both defend their titles against scien- 
tific and rulebreaking competitors. 
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 — Another major argument 

1 against elevating the WWF title to 
world championship status is the 
fact that when Hogan _ travels 
around the country, he defends 
his title against the same rule- 
breakers he would meet had he 
- remained in the Northeast. Both 

Flair and Martel, on the other 
hand, travel the country and face 

top regional champions: When 

Jerry Lawler held the Mid-South- 

ern heavyweight title, for exam- 
. ple, he got the chance to wrestle 
Rick Mgret both Flair and Martel. 

During major Japanese tours, both Flair and Martel defend 
their belts against top Japanese competitors such as Jumbo 
Tsuruta, Shohei Baba, Tenryu, and Riki Chosu. Hulk Hogan, 
it should be noted, has also done this, defending his belt 
against such Japanese stars as Tatsumi Fujinami and Antonio 
Inoki. 

As you can see, there are many pros and cons in the 
argument for elevating the WWF title to world championship 
status. The staff of Victory Sports Wrestling is divided on this 
issue, and we would like to throw the question open to the 
readers of this. magazine. 

What do you think? Should the WWF title be recognized 
as a world championship? Should we continue to refer to 
the title as simply the “WWF heavyweight title’? Or do you 
have a third alternative you would like to see make its way 
into our ratings system.

The number one man in the AWA: From this issue forward, 
the Americas champion will be rated number one in the 
AWA behind the AWA World champion. Precedent for this 
type of rating appears in the WWF, where the Intercontinen- 
tal champion is rated number one behind the WWF champi- 
on, and in the NWA, where the U.S. heavyweight champion 
is rated number one behind the NWA champion. The Ameri- 
cas title is currently held by Larry Zbyszko, now rated num- 
ber one- behind AWA champion Rick Martel.
